most men are better if Ihey avoid both.of these, Plain water 
without ice in il and ycl cool, is Ihe one drink which is always 
good for the body. The strange, mixtures wbiclvare'now 'in 
vogue probably help lo upset 'many stomachs. And wheh'lhc 
stomach is not right, nothing else is. 


Perhaps one more word should be added, and that is, thai 


prolonged exposure lo ,live sun. i§undesirable, 
Sunlight is 


good, but like all good 'thingsIs. lo be taken in moderation, 
There is no reason why, if we cat and drink properly, and 
clothe ourselves sensibly, the summer time should not be as 
enjoyable as any other part of the"year.—Ncwburyporl News.
